THE COTTON CRISIS. 


Continued developments of the war sit- 
uation in Europe and Asia indicate quite 
clearly that three-fourths of the whole civ- 
ilized world is likely to become involved in 
a gigantic conflict, the end of which no man 
can foresee. What is evident: and em- 
phatic at this time is that the whole south, 
and more especially the cotton farmers, is 
to be the innocent sufferer on account of a 
limited demand for the great staple money 
crop of this section. What cotton is being 
sold in this state, and only a very limited 
quantity can be sold at all, is being bought 
at from 8 to 9 cents, a net loss under the 
actual cost of production of from $15 to $20 
per bale. Ninety per cent of the cotton 
taken to market by the farmers is hauled 
back home without a bidder. The cotton 
exchanges of the world are closed, and no 
means of transportation for ocean ship- 
ment is available at any of our ports. 

These facts were all developed at the 
cotton conference recently held at the state 
capitol. 

Opinions vary, but it is generally agreed 
that from one-half. to one-third of the 1914 
cotton crop will have to be held and carried 
over into the crop of 1915. Commercial 
business all over the south is suffering ac- 
cordingly. 

It didn’t take the federal 
ten days to start vessels, laden with mil- 
lions of dollars, to immediately relieve the 
American tourists stranded in lHburopean 
countries. Millions of dollars from the 
United States treasury have been sent to 
the big banks in New York within the past 
fifteen days. 

What measure of financial aid and in 
what manner is it to be rendered to south- 
ern cotton growers by the federal govern- 
ment? Cotton is now being daily sacrificed 
all over the south at prices far below the 
cost of production and the mills are laying 
in supplies and fortifying themselves 
against whatever attempts the farmers may 
later on be able to make to advance prices 
to living levels. 

What the south needs now is ACTION— 
promp, definite and without equivocation. 
If the big financiers of New York are will- 
ing and able to float a loan of a hundred 
million dollars for France, they can find a 
better fleld in the south with spot cotton 
as collateral, the best gilt-edge security in 
the world, and far better than the bonds 
of foreign countries now engaged in a 
deadly grip of war on the other side of the 
Atiantic. 

Congress has for nearly weeks

Colonel Lowry’s plea bore then upon the 
commercial value of our owning our own 
merchant ships and carried no apprehension 
of the present emergency caused by the war, 
and the difficulties arising therefrom in our 
exportation facilities. He reasoned that, 
having more coast line than any other coun- 
try, the finest of harbors, and an exportation 
of millions a day, it was poor. business 
method which led to no better shipping fa- 
cilities than we had then—nine years ago— 
and than we have now. 

The necessities of commerce upon which 
our national prosperity is so largely de- 
pendent should have every facility to pro- 
mote and increase its importance. Colonel! 
Lowry was a pioneer in this line of thought 
in the south, and now the whole country is 
coming his way. 

In this condition, as in many others re- 
lated to our national life, we have stub- 
bornly unheeded the prophet’s warning: 
failed to benefit by the experience of other 
and older countries, and waited for the 
emergency to almost overcome the situation 
before learning the lesson of how badly 
equipped we are to meet the demands of 
our exportations, which, if transported by 
our own merchant ships, would place us in 
commercial activity second to no other coun: 
try in the world.

The Real Cause 0 f Europe’s W ar 
Accurately and Concisely Stated 


(From The St. Louis Republic.) 

We in America are far enough from the 
theater of war in Europe to take a birds- 
eye view of causes. Among them we find 
the most wonderfully situated city in all 
the world, a race of nomad warriors from 
the Altai mountains in Central Asia, a 
streak of sea water between yellow sand 
banks, and the ingrained tendency of Occi- 
dental nations to lie to each other. 

We begin with the city—Constantinople. 
Get a map of the Mediterranean countries 
and look at its situation. There, between 
the island-studded Aegean and the Black 
sea, lies a little sea, Marmora. It has two 
Bateways, each a tong and narrow strait. 
At this sea’s northeastern end. close by the 
gate through which pours tne overflow of 
the Black sea, there igs a long and narrow 
arm of deep water, the famous Golden 
Horn, large enough to hold thé ships of all 
the world. Across from the mouth of this 
bay is Asia. Behind it rise rocky hills, 
easily capable of strong defense This is 
the site of Constantinople. 

The power that holds it commands at 
once the Black sea, the Aegean and the 
Kastern Mediterranean. A fleet in the Sea 
of Marmora, with Dardanelles and Bospho- 
rus closed, is secure, not only from attack, 
but from observation. When it makes 
ready to strike it’ may choose between 
southern Russia, the Black sea coasts of the 
Balkan states, the northern shores of fertile 
Asia Minor, the Smyrna coast, and 
the African lands of the eastern Mediter- 
ranean It is in the very nature of things 
that the power controlling it should domi- 
nate all the trade routes between Orient and 
Occident This is the splendid prize which 
the settlement of the eastern question must 
award. 

It is now held by the gurks, Central 
Asian nomads with an Arabian creed, whose 
strength conquered Constantinople in 1453, 
and whose weakness has held it for more 
than 100 years more effectually than their 
Btrength could ever have done. 

When England acquired India, the free- 
dom of the sea routes to that rich and popu- 
lous country became a vital necessity to her 
The digging of the Suez canal made free 
passage through the Mediterranean only less 
important to bougland than the freedom of 
the English channel itself. Constantinople 
being by nature the strongest naval base in 
the world, England has felt an intense in-

The reason why the Balkans have re- 
mained the great open sore of Europe is 
not that there were Slavs on one side, 
Teutons on another and Turks on a third.

The main trouble has 
been lack of plain good faith with each 
other op the part of nations, and this has 
been as marked between the Teutonic 
peoples as it has between Teuton and Slav. 
If England, Russia, France, <Austria and 
Germany had been able to trust each 
other's covenanted promises and to believe 
each other’s professions the eastern question 
would long ago have been settled. Thou- 
sands of innocent men and women have 
been murdered in the Balkans in a single 
year and the Unspeakable Turk has been 
retained long years in Europe, not because 
one nation was Teuton and another Slav, 
but simply because all were false in faith 
and word. Kach has commented on and 
emphasized the shortcomings of the others, 
S80 that each has felt justified in its own 
Sins and its own suspicions.

The United 
States has made announcement of neutrality, 
restricting commerce in certain ways What 
becomes of our neutrality announcement if 
we forbid the supplying of war material, 
fuel, etc., to the combatants, and yet supply 
them with what is absolutely necessary to 
secure such supplies, i. e., funds 

History has never seen a war 
sive, or as expensive, or so destructive of 
values, as this present one, and the longer 
it lasts the greater the destruction; why, 
then, assist in prolonging it by furnishing 
funds? It seems to me that this country 
is in such a strong financial] position in 
the world today that, instead of furnishing 
funds to prolong the war, it should do all 
it possibly can to deplete the war c¥ests of 
Europe, by selling oniy for gold, and this 
way force the end of the war sooner. It 
also seems to me that international bankers 
will make much greater ultimate profits by 
sacrificing the immediate profit to be made 
by lending at high rates and forcing the 
purchase of American foodstuffs for gold, 
which, in turn, would be used at great profit 
at home. 

This suggestion to make these loans im- 
mediately suggests that the opportunity to 
make them has been foreseen for a long 
time, and gradually the necessary gold has 
been accumulated by the banks, taking it 
out of the usual course of trade. To this 
extent the money tightness has been artl- 
ficial instead of natural. Also the distribu- 
tion of a lot of foreign bonds cannot do 
much to relieve the situation

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MERGHANT MARINE 
FOR UNITED STATES 


Administration Plans to 
Spend $25,000,000 Buying 
Ships to Transport Ameri- 
can Products. 


; 

Washington, August 19.—The ad- 
ministration today mapped out com- 
prehensive plans for building up the 
American merchant marine with gov- 
ernment money for the immediate pur- 
pose of transporting products of the 
United States to warring European na- 
tions and to South and Central 
America. 

President Wilson, in consultation 
with democratic congressional leaders, 
approved a project contemplating the 
expenditure of approximately $25,000,- 
000 to 
to be operated under the direction of a 
government shipping board. 

Government insurance of American 
ships and cargoes against war risks 
would be provided for in a bill sub- 
mitted to congress today after it had 
been approved by the president. The 
bill was introduced ingthe senate by 
Senator Clarke, of Aansas, and in 
the house by Representative Alexan- 
der. It would create a temporary bu- 
reau of war risk insurance in the 
treasury department and would ap- 
propriate $5,000,000 for payment of 
losses and $100,000 to operate the bu- 
reau. 

To Create a Shipping Board. 

Plans agreed on for the purchase by 
the government of ships include the 
creating of a shipping board to com- 
prise the president, the secretary of 
the treasury, the secretary of com- 
merce ant the postmaster general. It 
is proposéd to use the ships principal- 
ly in foreign trade and the administra- 
tion hopes that great impetus will be 
given to trade between South and Cen- 
tral America. ¢ 

The present plan is to obta 
to carry out the project by the sale 
of Panama canal bonds. It was de- 
cided it might take some time for suf- 
ficient ships to take advantage of the 
recently signed amendment to the 
Panama canal act, allowing foreign- 
built ships to register under the 
American flag, and the necessity for 
moving the crops of the United States 
IS SO presSing that extraordinary steps 
were decided on. 

lt is planned to organize a company 
Similar to the Panama Kailway com- 
pany, controlled by the government, 
for the actual operation of the ships 
after they have been purchased.

the vatican for a time, owing to the 
amelioration of symptoms. He said 


| that nothing early in the morning had 


indicated the grave crisis, which had 
come on rapidly. Shortly after he left 
Dr. Amici examined the patient. 
explained that the sudden collapse was 
due to the pontiff’s age and the gouty 
affection, which always combine to give 
bronchial catarrh of an acute nature a 
most serious character. 
Vitality Diminished by Age. 

Dr. Amici further explained that the 
pontiff's diminished vitality caused by 
old age might render his illness fatal. 
The practice of living in heated rooms 
and breathing the vitiated atmosphere, 
as the result of large assemblages in 
the papal apartments, was against him, 
and, he added, the people would now 
understand why the attending physi- 
cians were strongly opposed to the re- 
sumption by the pope of collective 
audiences. 

At times during the day the pope 
had much difficulty in breathing. He 
suffered much from headaches and in- 
ability to nid himself of the accumu- 
lations in the lungs. Stimulants wereé 
injected and oxygen administered. 
Several times the pontiff revived and 
seemed much better. He then would 
speak to those about him and insist 
that his desires be executed. In one 
of these intervals he asked for Mon- 
signor Rosa, recently appointed sec- 
retary of the Consistori Congrega- 
tion. Monsignor Rosa had been an in- 
timate friend of the pope since the 
pontiff was Bishop of Treviso. As 
soon as he was notified he rusbed to 
the vatican and was admitted inimedl- 
ately to the apartment where the pope 
was lying. Monsignor Rosa remained 
alone with the pope. The incident was 
considered significant, as owing to his 
— position Monsignor Rosa would 

e secretary of the conclave on the 
death of the pope. It is thought that 
the pope confided in him his last 
wishes. 


Church Bells Notified People. 


Cardinal Merry Del Val, the papal 
secretary, telegraphed to all the car- 
dinals, notifying them of the grave 
condition from which the pope was 
suffering. 

Later the ringing of church bells 
announced to the faithful the exposi- 
tion of the Holy Sacrament and called 
them to prayer for the restoration of 
the pontiff to health. This gave rise 
to rumors of the pope’s death, which 
the vatican denied owing to the many 
inquiries from all quarters. 

Those close to the pope believe that 
grief over the war situation brought on 
the final crisis and so overwhelmed 
him that he was unable in his 80th 
year to withstand still another attack 
of his old @emy, gouty catarrh. 

Ill health has been the pontiff's lot 
for many years, and intermittently the 
attacks have been so serious that the 
world was prepared several times to 
hear of his passing. During the sum- 
mer there had been numerous denials 
from the vatican that his indisposition 
was serious. As late as August 10 
last, upon the occasion of the eleventh 
anniversary of his coronation, Pope 
Pius granted numerous audiences. 

Two days later it became known that 
he had cancelled virtually all engage- 
ments. His attendants reported he 
was unable to work and that he sat list- 
less and silent for hours, evidently 
brooding over the great clash of arms 
in Europe. 

His physician, Dr. Marchlafava, 
ordered his holiness to bed on August 
16, when it was announced that the 
war and the intense heat in Rome had 
combined to depress him. 


Dreamed of the Cruel War. 


In bed he continued to dream of the 
conflict by night and to discuss it by 
day. 

“T shall not cease to implore God to 
put a stop to this inhuman butchery,” 
he declared. His physicians had to deal 
with this mental condition as well as 
physical suffering. Arrangements were 


made by which Cardinal Merry Del Val,’ 


the papal secretary of state, would r@.- 
der his holiness a daily report of’ che 
war situation. The pope desiref to see 
some way in which he might exert his 
influence to check the bloodshed and 
he was the more affécted because any 
action seemed useléss. 

At the commencement of the FEuro- 
pean crisis he had addressed an exhor- 
tation to all Catholics of the world, 
asking them to lift their souls toward 
Christ, wt.v alone was able to aid, and 
he cegjied on the clergy to offer public 


The break between Austria and 
Servia from the first became a source 
of great grief to him, for the vatican 
was most friendly toward both na- 
tions. He was inexpressibly shocked, 
he said, at the assassination of Arch- 
duke Francis FerdtMmand, the heir to 
the Austrian throne, who like all the 
Hapsburgs was an ardent Catholic and 
was sympathetic toward little Servia, 
with which the vatican but recently 
had eoncluded a friendly concordat. 


Pope’s Views on Peace. 


The pope's views on peace, embodied 
in an allocution delivered at the con- 
sistory, at which he created thirteen 
new cardinals last May, constituted 
such a remarkable document that the 
Carnegie Peace union, founded in 
February by Andrew Carnegie with an 
endowment of $2,000,000, decided to 
begin among the clergy of the Roman 
Catholic church its educational activi- 
ties in behalf of disarmament and arbi- 
tration .by sending to each of the 23,- 
000 priests of the United States and 
Canada a copy of this allocution. In 
it the pope referred to “men of dis- 
schemes 


lutions and the slaughter of war and 
for insuring the blessing of peace,” 
which coupled with the fact that he 
spoke at length with the three Ameri- 
can cardinals—GiPbons, Farley and 
©’ Connell—was interpreted as refer- 
ring to the efforts of President Wil- 
son and Secretary of State Bryan in 
behalf of universal peace. 

“Today,” he said, “peace or war in 
society and the state does not depend 
so much oncthe rulers as on the mul- 
titudes. Deprived of the light of truth 
revealed by God, unused to the discip- 
line of Christ, what wonder if the 
multitude, the prey of blind passions, 
rush to the common ruin instigated by 
clever agitators who seek nothing but 
their own advantage.” ;

Late Pope Was Confronted 


By Many Grave Problems 


Giuseppe Melchiorre Sarto, known to 
the world as Pope Pius X., was elected 
to the pontificate on August 4, 1903, 
and during his occupancy of his exalted 
office as head of the Roman Catholic 
church he was confronted with some 
of the most momentous problems, re- 
ligious and governmental, with which 
the holy see has had to deal in mod- 
ern times. 

Pope Pius was born on June 2, 1835, 
at Riese, in the Venetian provinces, the 
first child of Gian-Battista Sarto, a 
postman, and his wife Margherita. 
Giuseppe'’s early career was influenced 
by the village priest, who took a liking 
for the boy, taught him to read and 
write and drummed into the youthful 
head the rudiments of Latin. At the 
age of 11 years he entered the semi- 
nary at Castelfranco, not far from his 
birthplace, and for four years every 
day he tramped to school, usually bare- 
footed, until he reached the outskirts 
of the village, where he would Slip on 
his shoes to keep up appearance. 

From Castelfranco he passed in 1850 
to the Seminary at Padua, and in 1858, 
at the age of 25, was ordained priest 
and took up his studies at Tombolo. In 
1867 he had his first parish of im- 
portance, that of Salzano, where he 
remained for eleven years. In addi- 
tion to his ecclesiastical duties Father 
Sarto contributed largely to the sup- 
port of his mother and sisters. who 
found life a hard struggle, especially 
in the winter. 

His eloquence led to his being called 
at the age of 40 to Treyiso as chancel- 
lor of the diocese, and shortly after he 
was appointed professor of theology 
in the seminary. Nine years of strenu- 
ous work followed, crowned, in 1884, 
by his assuming the mitre as bishop 

Mantua. 

Leo XIII conferred upon Bishop 
Sarto the title of “Roman Count,” and 
in the consistory of June, 1893, created 
him cardinal, Ziving him the Roman 
church of San Bernardo from which to 
take his title. He was so poor that he 
was unable to pay the fees connected 
with the acceptance of the new dignity, 
but some of his admirers came forward 
and provided him with the necessary 
funds.

not leave Mantua until a 
year later, owing to conflict between 
the Itallan government and the holy 
Fee, over the right of the house of 
savoy to be consulted before the ap- 
pointment of a patriarch, the govern- 
ment having inherited the rights of the 
republie of Venice.

Marco. He was the candidate of Leo 
XIII as his successor. but he’ so little 
realized the future that whin he left 
Venice, in July, 1903, for the conclave 
in Rome, he bought a rety rn ticket. 

A “Compromise” Pope. 

In the conclave tie. struggle was for 
and against Carg®nal Rampolla.

Pope Pius X, bishop of Rome and vi- 
car of Jesus Christ, successor of St 
Peter, prince of the Aipostles: supreme 
pontiff of the Universal church pa- 
triarch of the west, primate of Italy: 
archbishop and metropolitan of the 
Roman province and sovereign of the 
temporal dominions of the Holy Ro- 
man church. ; 

The pontificate of Pope Plus X was 
characterized by that spirit of modes- 
ty which never abandoned him and by 
that strong religious feeling which 
made him choose as motto, “To restore 
everything to Christ.” The day after 
his coronation he was asked to give or- 
ders for his private apartment in the 
vatican, and while he -urged the then 
young Monsignore Merry del Val. his 
pro-secretary of estate, to occupy the 
fsorgeous Borgia apartment, he him- 
self chose four small rooms in the 
low-ceilinged suite above the state 
apartment of the pontiff, which under 
Leo XITI had been occupled by his 
private secretary, Mer. Angell. 

Plus X desired to give himself up 
entirely to his work. [n so doing he 
did not spare any fatigue, and giving 
audiences, admitting people to large 
receptions, celebrating masses, preach- 
ing, giving communion, reached such a 
point of exhaustion that while in the 
exercise of his prieetly function tn the 
Pauline chapel, crowded with people, 
he fainted, and thus started that re- 
port which pursued him every after~— 
that he was liable to fainting fits, 
which was quite untrue, as that was 
the only occasion on which he suffered 
in that way, and it was entirely 
to the heat and the vitiated air of the 
chapel. 

That was the first opportunity for the 
officials of the vatican to step in, and 


health, attempt gradually 
him from the world. However, 
were not always succéessful. One of 
the vearly American’ pilerimages had 
left the United States at the beginning 
of July, 1903. On-their wavy to 
Leo XIII, who should have received 
them, died, so that they were in Rome 
during the eonclave, and the day on

@reeted the venerable figure. Some days 
after the same American pilgrimage 
was in the vatican gardens when sud- 
denly, the work of the officials having 
already begun, they were ordered away 
as the Pope was seen approaching. 
With true American determination they 
objected that they did not want “to 
leave. Pius X, who understood some- 
thing of what was going on, inquired, 
and Cardinal Gibbons who was among 
those who accompanied them, explain- 
ed that it was a pilgrimage of his 
countrymen who desired to pay homage 
to the Holy Father. They had asked 
for an audience and were waiting for 
the appointed day. The pontiff imme- 
diately said there was no necessity to 
wait, and he would receive the Ameri- 
cans at once in the adjoining Museum 
Lapidarium. Thus Pius X received the 
first pilgrimage of his pontificate, held 
in his hands and blessed the two 
American flags which are still preserv- 
6d, one in Rome and one in New York. 


The Pope and Italy. 


Pius X did not intend to change the 
substance of the policy which his two 
predecessors had followed towards 
Italy. His protests against the loss 
of the temporal power, however, lost 
the vehemence and bitterness which 
formerly characterized them. 

The strongest of his protests on this 
subject was when President Loubet, 
disregarding the prohibition to all 
Catholic rulers and heads of states to 
Visit the king of United Italy in his 
capital, was the first, with the excep- 
tion of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
since 1870, to go as guest to the 
Qulrinal. 

This, however, was not only caused 
by the feeling towards Italy but much 
more by the state of religious war 
with France, which was the most re- 
markable event in the last pontificate, 
and of which many have attributed the 
responsibility to Pius X, while the hos- 
— had already begun under Leo 


France found imitators in Spain, 
which passe in parliament bills 
against the religious congregations 
aud the clergy, leading to the recall of 
the Spanish ambassador accredited to 
the holy see, and in Portugal, where 
the republic proclaimed on October 65, 
1910, brought about a complete separa- 
tion between church and state, the ex- 
pulsion of the religious congregations 
and the confiscation of their properties. 

While such serious crises were taking 
place between the vatican and some 
of the Latin countries, which had been 
known in history as the most faithful 
to the holy see, the relations with 
Italy, while maintaining in the outside 
form the usual character of hostility, 
were in substance much more cordial. 

It would take long to enumerate all 
the reforms of a religious character 
inltiated by Pius X., such as that of 
restoring the Gregorian chants, of 
preaching every Sunday from a text 
from the Bib.e, himself giving the good 
example Fy having as long as his 
strengs*: allowed him, the faithful of 
the, “ifferent parishes of Rome in the 
cop..tyard of San Damaso to hear him 
ev plain the gospel story, and carrying 
suut one after the other as pope the 
same ideas and principles which he had 
confessed and advocated as bishop and 
patriarch. One of his undertakings will 
leave an important mark in the history 
of the papacy—the codification of ec- 
clesiastic law. He entrusted the work 
to an illustrious scholar in Canon Law, 
Mer. Pietro Gasparri, on whom he con- 
ferred the red hat in December, 1907. 
Another epoch-making task was that 
of the revision of the Vulgate, which 
he confided to Father Francis Aiden 
Gasquet, Abbot-president of the Eng- 
lish Benedictine congregation, so well 
known as a learned historian 

Pius X. was determined to restore 
the most iron discipline among the 
clergy, and this led to an unrelenting 
campaign against that section of ec- 
clesiastics who professed unorthodox 
opinions and were called modernists. 
The encyclical promulgated on Sep- 
tember 8, 1907, condemned the mod- 
ernists and their doctrines. 


Modernist Leaders Excommunicated. 


Following this several leaders of the 
modernist movement were excommuni- 
cated in Italy, England and Germany. 
The pope displayed even greater energy 
on November 18, 1907, when he reaf- 
firmed the necessity of combatting by 
every possible means the gpirit of re- 
bellion, and ordered the bishops to 
watch and if necessary to dismiss the 
professor infected with the condemned 
cdoctrines and to prevent from taking 
orders those students who were sus- 
pected of sympathizing with the move- 
ment. 

New rebellions broke out, and Pius 
X. went further in the struggle, with a 
new encyclical, in May, 1909, and more 
so by imposing the  anti-modernist 
oath on all ecclesiastics. 

The pontiff roused a storm of oppo- 
sition, to himself entirely unexpected, 
by his encyclical against the Protes- 
tants in general and those of the Ger- 
man reformation in particular, on the 
occasion of the centennial of St. Charles 
Borromeo. 

Another very important reform due 
to Pius X. is that of the Roman Curia, 
which was still ruled by the Bull of 
Sixtus V., of January, 1588.

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HOW CRUISER AMPHION 


WAS SUNK BY A MINE 


Interesting Account of the De- 


struction of the British 
Warship. 


London, August 19.—The official in- 
formation bureau has issued ‘an inter- 
esting account of the sinking of the 
British cruiser Amphion by a mine in
